method for deposition via remote arc plasma of multiple layers 
from organosilicon and oxidant precursors, classified in Class 
427 or 204, subclass 563 or 192.38, respectively. 

II. Claims 60-73, drawn to a three to four layer 
product which may include variously organic polymer layers, zinc 
sulfide oxides or ultraviolet inorganic absorbers and abrasives 
and/or oxidized organosilicon layers, classified in Class 428, 
subclass 466+ or 689+ (698, 702) . 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other 
because of the following reasons:
